Of the compara- 
tively few cows without production records, five from 
A. R. dams averaged $285 (range, $175 to $400); two 
from H.I.R. dams averaged $180 ($160 and $200); three 
from C.T.A. dams, including the top cow at $2,350, 
averaged $903.33; and four from dams without records 
averaged $250. 

Heifers not yet in milk and from A. R. dams averaged 
$342.39 for the 23 head, with a range of $105 to $1,010; 
the one heifer from an H.I.R. dam brought $235; three 
from C.T.A. dams averaged $336.66 and five from un- 
tested dams averaged $196. 


The 19 bulls were all from A.R. dams and averaged 
$434.21, ranging from $110 to $1,850, with $1,550 as the 
second high bull price. 

The 58 cows of milking age averaged $348.71, 21 
bred heifers $315.24, 9 unbred yearlings $347.22, two 
heifer calves $177.50 and as already mentioned, the 19 
bulls averaged $434.21.

The first animal to hit the four-figure mark was 
Lauxmont Fancy, lovely yearling heifer consigned by 
Lauxmont, out of a Pietertje Ormsby Rose Lad daughter 
that made over 800 lbs. fat as a four-year-old in Class 
B and that is now on test in mature form and threaten- 
ing the 1,000-lb. mark.

She is a former world’s record 
daughter of Pietertje Ormsby Rose Lad, who has so 
many other good daughters in the Lauxmont herd and 
her dam is the 800-lb. fat producer that Mr. Decker sold 
to Wimbledon for $1,000 at Trenton in 1935. Naturally 
both Lauxmont and Wimbledon wanted her but Mr.

fat producer for $550. Dunloggin sold two daughters of 
Admiral Ormsby Fobes Again, both to Charles G. Lang 
who took one at $560 and the other at $475. Mr. Lang 
also paid $500 for the Femco heifer, Femco Ormsby 
Elgin Jewel. Wimbledon sold a young daughter of Sir 
Inka May 27th to S. S. Smith, Lima, Ohio for $700. 
This yearling heifer was out of an 800-lb. fat daughter 
of the 1225-lb. fat producer, Carnation Prospect Ormsby 
Gluck. Robert Stewart of Iowa sold the two heifers he 
purchased at the recent Forum Dispersal for a modest 
profit on each, getting $435 from Blount Lumber Co. 
of Lacona, N. Y.. for Forum Carioca, and $300 from 
Lauxmont for Dusty Forum Factor. U.S. Naval Academy 
Dairy sold three nice heifers for a total of $1,100. 


The two older bulls in the sale both sold at bargain 
prices. Montvic Ormsby Rag Apple, the four-year-old 
son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, consigned by J. D. 
Ewart & Sons, Perth, Ont., went to U. S. Naval Academy 
Dairy at $550; and Carnation Hazelwood Ormsby, five- 
year-old son of Matador Segis Ormsby from a 1000-Ib. fat 
daughter of Sir Inka May, brought only $500. He was 
consigned by Mahoney Bros., Mitchells, Va. and the lucky 
purchasers were P. M. Baird & Sons, Chester, N. Y. 

A heavy buyer of the moderate priced animals was 
Pittsburgh City Home and Hospital, located at Mayview, 
Pa., taking 13 head for a total of $3,060, selecting mostly 
fresh cows and heavy springers and getting excellent 
values for their money in practically every instance. 
One real bargain picked up by this instiution was the 
son of Carnation Emperor and Carnation Superior 
Pauline, ready for service, consigned by Wimbledon 
and selling for only $250. 

Altogether there were 51 buyers from eleven states 
and Canada. Pennsylvania led with 24 buyers followed 
by Maryland with eight and New York with six. Mich- 
igan, Virginia, Delaware, and New Jersey furnished 
two buyers each and Wisconsin, Ohio, Indiana, West 
Virginia and Quebec one each.

these sires by the same point system used in rating the 
Honor List Owners, (see page 9 of our May 15 issue). 

Heading the list this year are two Winterthur Farms 
sires, their present senior sire, King Posch Ormsby of 
Winterthur standing at the top with 244 points, closely 
followed by their former herd sire, the late Winterthur 
Bess Ormsby Great 500000, with 223. King Bessie 
Ormsby Pietertje 520107, last year’s winner for Elm- 
wood Farms, is in third place this year with 186 points. 
Next comes Carnation Inka Prince 559504 with 141 
points, all on daughters bred and developed by Baltz 
Hoesly, and the only other sire of the year to score over 
100 points is Great Home Ormsby De Kol 607778, his 
daughters all bred and developed by Milwaukee County 
House of Correction. 

The winner, King Posch Ormsby of Winterthur, 
is the son of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch from Royal 
Ormsby (1045 lbs. fat) the highest record daughter of 
King of the Ormsbys. Winterthur purchased this bull 
as a baby calf in the Brentwood Sale of 1929, paying a 
five figure price, and as all of his daughters on the 1936 
Honor List were first or second calf heifers, it is evident 
that he has a great future. 

The second place bull, Winterthur Bess Ormsby 
Great 500000, is one of the sons of Bess Johanna Orms- 
by that did so much to build the Winterthur herd. This 
is the third consecutive year that ‘‘Great’’ has been 
the second high Honor List Sire and the year before 
that he ranked fourth, his total points for the four years 
being 746. 

King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje last year made the 
highest single year score in history on fat alone with 
277 points. Adding to that his this year’s score of 186 
points gives him the lead over all other sires for the 
past two years with 463 points, nine points above 
Great. 

Carnation Inka Prince 559504, son of Sir Inka May, 
is in fourth place following three straight years in 
third place and with a total for the four years of 652 
points, exceeded only by “Great” for the four-year 
period. 

As is our annual custom, we have worked out a 
few family combinations of Honor List sires that may 
he of interest to students of breeding. DeCreamCo 
Calamity Posch and his son King Posch Ormsby of 
Winterthur make up the leading sire-son pair with 294 
points, as against 261 for King Bessie and his high 
ranking son, King Bessie Mabel Susie. Then King 
Bessie teams up with five other sons to make the next 
six groups, followed by Sir Inka May and Carnation 
Inka Prince with 174 points. 

Sir Inka May and his five sons just nose out De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch and his four sons by a margin 
of one point, 372 to 371, followed by King Bessie and 
his Six sons with a total of 320 points. Incidentally, 
King Bessie is the only sire to have as many as Six sons 
with Honor List daughters this year although several 
others have five each, including Sir Inka May, Ormsby 
Sensation and Matador Segis Ormsby. 

Quite a number of four-generation groups of Honor

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Records, Cows and Indexes

UCH of the confusion which has arisen about bull 
M indexes and about the degree of success actually 

attained when selecting high-producing cows or 
the sons of high-producing cows for breeding purposes 
has come from confusing a cow’s record—sometimes 
only her best one—with her real ability to produce much 
or little, year after year. Some data recently encountered 
jn studies at the Iowa Station illustrate the point well 
enough to be worth presenting. 

Everyone realizes that a cow may give more or less 
in one lactation than in the next, even after making all 
reasonable allowance for age, recurrence of conception, 
times milked per day, or other circumstances of manage- 
ment which are known to have varied. This is just an- 
other way of saying that the size of a cow’s record de- 
pends partly on the real ability of the cow herself but al- 
so partly on environmental circumstances, many of which 
may not have been noticed even by the man who milked 
and cared for the cow. 

It is convenient to express this partial discrepancy 
between the cow’s real producing ability and her actual 
record by saying that differences in single records are 
partly caused by differences in the cows which make 
them, partly caused by environmental circumstances 
about which we know (and hence for which we can cor- 
rect or standardize, at least in part), and partly caused 
by environmental circumstances which are unknown to 
us. 

The differences between single records made in the 
same herds in Iowa Cow Testing Associations are about 
forty percent caused by permanent differences between 
the abilities of the cows which made the records, but 
sixty percent caused by circumstances other than age 
which vary from one lactation to the next for the same 
cow. This fraction seems to be about the same whether 
the records are ten-month or twelve-month lactation 
records or testing year records. A. R. data indicate frac- 
tions of about the same size, as judged from the correla- 
tion between first and second A. R. records of cows 
which were tested twice and subtracting from that the 
correlation between records of unrelated herd mates. 
Probably this fraction will not be very far from forty 
per cent in H. I. R. records, either, since it is so near 
that figure for kinds of records as unlike as C. T. A. rec- 
ords and A. R. records. There is nothing magical or 
fundamental about this figure of forty per cent. It just 
happens to describe the share of variation in single rec- 
ords for which permanent differences between the cows 
are responsible. It might naturally be expected to be 
larger in herds where the environment was kept very 
uniform and well-standarized or in herds containing 
highly different lines of breeding. Actually, however, 
this fraction doesn’t seem to vary much from one herd 
to another, as far as yet studied. 

This incomplete correlation between a cow’s record 
and her real ability has the practical effect that if we 
select cows because they have high records, we tend to 
get cows which are better than the herd average but we 
also tend to get cows whose records were made under 
better than average environmental conditions. That 
means that we will generally get better-than-average 
Cows in this way but those cows will not usually be ag 
good as their records on which they were chosen. The 
other side of the story is that if we tried to select poor 
“py by choosing the cows with the poorest records, 
the cows we would get wouldn’t usually be quite as poor 
jo their records. This phenomenon of regression is uni- 
oe wherever ‘selection for one thing is made on the 
the a something which is an imperfect indicator of 
pon ing desired. A homely way of expressing this gen- 

ai truth is that the best individuals aren’t usually as 
natin as they seem and the worst individuals aren’t 
to a a8 poor as they seem. Very likely that will apply 

mice, men, cabbages, and kings, as well as to cows!

rom the herd average as her corrected record is. 
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Of course there will be many errors in such estimates 
but each estimate is just as apt to be too high as too 
low; that is, it is unbiased. 

If a cow has more than one record, the uncontrolled 
environmental circumstances will tend to cancel each 
other. That is, it would be a rare coincidence if a cow 
got exactly the same “good breaks’ or ‘“‘bad breaks’ 
each time she freshened. This averaging of the records 
works out in such a way that differences between the 
cows usually account for about fifty-seven percent of 
the differences between the average records of cows 
which have two records each. If the cows have three rec- 
ords each, this fraction rises to sixty-seven per cent. 
With four records it is seventy-three per cent and with 
five it is seventy-seven per cent. This just a numerical 
expression of the fact that the longer the lifetime which 
is included in the cow’s average record, the less chance 
there is for temporary environmental circumstances to 
fool us in judging her real producing ability by the aver- 
age of her records to date. Of course one cannot wait un- 
til a cow is old before beginning to do any culling at all 
or before deciding whether to use or cull any of her sons. 
A few of the very poorest producers should be culled 
after their first lactation and more of the initially doubt- 
ful cases after each additional lactation. When compar- 
ing cows with different numbers of lactations, the min- 
inum error is made by using the above fractions—that 
is, by estimating that the real ability of a cow with one 
record is forty per cent as far as from the herd average as. 
that one record is, that the ability of a cow with two 
records is really fifty-seven per cent as far above or be- 
low the herd average as her actual average is, a cow 
with three records is seventy-three per cent as far as her 
average, etc. 


The regression to be expected when cows are divided 
into a high and a low group according to their first rec- 
ords is illustrated by some data of recently assembled 
in proving sires in Iowa, Cow Testing Associations. 
Lifetime records were used and each cow included here 
had at least two records, although many of the 
daughters had only one record each. The dams 
averaged almost four lactations each. The cows 
mated to each sire were divided into a high 
half and a low half according to their first records. 
Then the later records of each cow were averaged sep- 
arately. In this way we learned what the future produc- 
tion of each group would have been if, for each sire, 
these cows had been separated into herds on the basis 
of their first records. The records of the daughters in 
each group were also averaged, so that we could see 
what would have happened if the sire indexes had been 
computed on the first records or on the unselected later 
records which had not been used at all in dividing the 
dams. Table 1 shows the individual records for the first 
few dams and the average of such records for all 338 
high dams and all 338 low dams. For each sire the num- 
ber of “high’’ mates was the same as the number of 
“low” mates, although this number varied from sire to. 
sire. In this way herd and breed differences were can- 
celled from the problem, since each herd was represent- 
ed in the high group as much as it was in the low group. 
About two-thirds of the 103 sires included here were 
Holsteins.

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As was expected, the later records of the high cows 
were not as high as their first records while the later 
records of the low cows were higher than their first 
records. That the change was not quite equally great in 
both cases (ie. 32.6 is larger than 25.9 may be acidental 
Or may be due to the changes in management in the 
herds, or to inequalities in the age correction factors or 
(which seems more probable) that these cows, all of 
which were kept for at least two lactations, were already 
selected to some extent on the basis of their very first 
records. Probably some of their herd-mates who had 
very poor first records were culled before they could 
make a second record and hence the “low” group here 
had not really been selected in the low direction as in- 
tensely as the “high’’ group had been selected in the 
high direction. 


If we compare the average first records of the high 
and the low groups, we see that the apparent difference 
in their productive abilities was 440.4 minus 338.3 or 
102.1 pounds of fat. If we compare their later records 
we see that the real difference between them was 407.8 
minus 364.2 or 43.6 pounds. This real difference is the 
fraction which corresponds to the general fraction of 
forty percent mentioned earlier. For vividness and brevi- 
ty this fraction may perhaps best be called the ‘‘repeat- 
ability’? of single records. We have not yet found any 
large sample of data in which the repeatability of intra- 
herd differences was much under thirty percent or much 
over forty per cent for pounds of fat. It is somewhat 
higher for test. 


It will be noticed that individual cows vary much in 
the way their average later records differ from their 
first single record. For example, among the high cows, 
the fourth and fifth from the top of Table 1 actually have 
higher later records than their first records, while the 
seventh and ninth among the low cows actually have 
lower later records than their first records. Conspicuous 
individual variations of this kind are to be expected 
in a characteristic for which the repeatability is no high- 
er than this. 


There is nothing peculiar about the first record in 
this behavior. Table 1 is merely an example of the re- 
gression to be expected when selecting for any charac- 
teristic by means of something which indicates it im- 
perfectly. Doubtless the regression would have been 
about the same if the cows had been divided into high 
and low groups according to the size of their second rec- 
ords, or according to the records they made when nearest 
maturity. We would have found again that the average 
of the other records of the ‘“‘high’’ group were lower than 
the records used to classify them as “‘high’”’ and that the 
other records of the “‘low’’ group averaged higher than 
the records by which they were classified as “low.” 


Application To Sire Indexes 


If we compute sire indexes from the selected first 
records without allowing for the regression to be expect- 
ed because of the way those records were selected, we 
naturally get unfair results because the sire mated to 
the “high’’ cows is unfairly charged with the average dis- 
crepancy between the records and the cows, while the 
sire mated to the ‘“‘low’’ cows is unfairly credited with 
the regression upward toward the herd average which is 
to be expected from those low records. Yet this method 
of figuring has sometimes been used to discredit sire in- 
dexes by those who-did not see clearly what happened 
when they inferred that records selected because they 
were high or because they were low represented fairly 
the producing ability of the cows which made those rec- 
ords. The theoretically correct procedure, in case such a 
division is made, is either to correct those first records 
for the expected regression or to discard the records 
which were used in making the division and then to use 
the later records of the ‘“‘high’’ and of the ‘“‘low’’ cows to 
indicate their producing ability. The present data show 
how the latter practice would result, although the num- 
ber of dams and daughters in the “high” and ‘low’ 
group is so small for most sires that there is much in- 
dividual variation among the indexes. Four indexes were 
figured for each bull, using for each the usual formula: 
index—daughter average plus excess of daughters over 
dams. Indexes 1 and 2 were computed from the first rec- 
ords of the ‘“‘high’’ and ‘low’? dams without making the 
proper allowance for the effects of such selection, while 
indexes 3 and 4 were computed from the unselected later 
records of the same cows. All records of the daughters 
were used in each case. Table 2 shows the first few of 
those indexes and the average of them all. The individual 
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indexes vary much, because off the small numbers of 
daughters and dams in each, but this variability is near. 
ly all cancelled from the averages at the bottom of Table 
2.

All but one (No. 9) of the first ten sires show high- 
er indexes on the number 2 basis than on the number 1 
basis. The averages show this bias distinctly. Practically 
all of this bias arises from unfairly charging the regres- 
sion down from the “high’’ dams against the side and 
unfairly crediting to the side the regression up from the 
“low” dams. By not using the records on which the dams 
were divided, indexes 3 and 4 have fairly discounted 
this regression arising from the fact that single records 
and real producing abilities are not quite identical. In 6 of 
the first 10 cases index 4 is higher than index 3 but the 
average of all 103 sires show only the slight difference 
of 15.2 pounds. This small difference may perhaps be 
accidental since only 338 daughter-dam pairs are involv- 
ed in each average index. But to the extent that “dom- 
inance’ or “‘nicking’’ cause any mistakes or confusion in 
selection or in indexes, they should lead in data selected 
this way to a bias in this direction. These data therefore 
indicate that the major sources of confusion in breeding 
selections are temporary things which can cause a cow’s 
record to be high in one lactation and low in the next. 
If dominance and ‘“‘nicking’”’ play a part, the data indi- 
cate that part to be usually a small one, included along 
with permanent environmental effects in that 15.2 Ib. 
difference between indexes 3 and 4. 

Summary 

I trust that these data may help to set at rest some 
honest misgivings about the usefulness of the sire index 
which have been aroused because certain sets of data, 
when arranged according to the (incorrect) method il- 
lustrated in indexes 1 and 2 of Table 2, have been in- 
terperted as showing that the index would not give con- 
sistent results from high-producing and from low-pro- 
ducing cows and therefore was inferred to be unsound 
in principle. 

Odds And Ends 

The foregoing discussion has concerned differences 
between cows and records in the same herd. Every study 
of data from different herds has shown a correlation 
between herd mates—in other words that herd averages 
do differ from each other significantly. That might be 
either from management or from breeding. Doubtless 
both play a part but there doesn’t seem to be any auto 
matic way for estimating how much of the difference 
between two herd averages comes from differences in the 
abilities of the cows and how much from differences 12 
feeding and other management. ; 

If a sire is proved on a whole group of dams which 
actually were selected primarily because they already 
had high records—as might occasionlly happen when 4 
new herd is being assembled with primary regard to pro 
duction—such a sire is a bit handicapped in the ae ate 
test if the prior records of those dams are used without 
allowance for regression. Presumably a little such selec 
tion is being practiced at all times but only rarely 2 
it have been extreme enough to be a major source of tor 
ror in sire indexes where lifetime averages are used jot 
dams and for daughters. It might sometimes be a ma ch 
source of error if only one record were used for © 
dam and only one for each daughter. iy by

To the Board of Directors of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America: 

The first and greatest care of any 
livestock breeders association is the 
improvement of the breed and with 
a dairy breed, such as ours, the most 
important feature is to continually 
raise the levels of production above 
the average for the better class 
grades of the breed. The infusion of 
better blood from pure bred Holstein 
sires used generation after genera- 
tion on the common herds has built 
many high grade Holstein herds 
throughout the country and they are 
constantly challenging us to further 
improvement. With this in view our 
best extension efforts must always 
be devoted to a better breeding pro- 
gram with more herds on continuous 
test year after year, culling the un- 
profitable and proving the sires and 
brood cows capable of transmitting 
production above the average for the 
breed. We must never lose sight of 
the real function of the breed which 
is to furnish seed stock capable of 
improving the great dairy herd of 
this country and able to produce 
milk and butter fat at reduced 
costs. Regardless of the theory of 
government, whetner that of abun- 
dance or of controlled productions, 
economy of production will always 
be a fundamental consideration and 
cannot be overlooked under any 
system. This means that along with 
the improvement in production we 
must continually improve the type 
of our animals, breeding for great- 
er stamina, better general quality 
and improved udders, in short for 
the type of cow that will carry on 
year after year and stand the strain 
of heavy production. There is a 
tremendous waste in the dairy in- 
dustry now from cows that go to 
pieces at four and five years of age 
when they should be good for eight 
or ten years in the herd. The cost of 
replacements is enormous and great 
savings can be effected by breeding 
a type that will wear better and last 
longer. Our breeders should be shown 
the importance of paying more at- 
tention to longevity and great life- 
time production in selecting herd 

sires and foundation females for 

their herds. Lifetime records tell the 
story and these can be obtained on- 
ly by continuous testing of the en- 

tire herd. Combining this sort of a 

testing program with herd classifica- 
“ion affords the ideal set up for the 
breeders herd which is to become 
recognized as a dependable source 
of seed stock of high quality. 

; Herd improvement is the basis of 
breed improvement and can best be 
Fea ublished when complete pro- 
uction data are available each year 
taathetahed in a continuous herd 
ro & program. The past year has

testing of the entire herd year after 
year. It is not so important whether 
the test used be Advanced Registry, 
Herd Improvement Registry or the 
local dairy herd improvement associ- 
ation, providing the entire herd is 
kept on test. The local testing as- 
sociation furnishes all necessary in- 
formation but we are urging our 
breeders to use either Advanced Reg- 
istry or the Herd Test because of 
the advantage of permanent publish- 
ed records available for pedigree 
purposes and for general information 
and study. Our field men are con- 
stantly encouraging breeders to test 
their herds and are assisting the Col- 
lege Dairy Extension Men in the or- 
ganization of testing associations. At 
the same time the state and county 
associations throughout the country 
are making this one of their most 
important projects and are continual- 
ly urging their members to adopt a 
testing program. 
FIELD WORK 

The territory in which field work 
was carried on under direction of the 
Extension Department during 1936 
included twenty-eight states, an in- 
crease of eight states over the prev- 
ious year. The new states were, Del- 
aware, Maryland, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Oklahoma, Montana 
Wyoming, Colorado and Nevada. Ad- 
dition of these states without in- 
creasing the field force made the 
territories assigned to the field men 
too large but they have made the 
best of it and have covered the field 
in excellent shape. With these new 
states the four field men had the 
following assignments; New Eng- 
land, New Jersey, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia and North Carolina to 


Mr. Crissey; Southern Wisconsin, 
Lower Michigan, [Illinois and Mis- 
souri to Mr. Clark; Minnesota, 


Northern Wisconsin, Upper Michi- 
gan, Kansas and Oklahoma to Mr. 
Geiger; and the ten Western states, 


Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Wyoming, California, Utah, 
Nevada, Colorado and Arizona to 


Mr. Mathiesen. Transfer earnings of 
these twenty-eight states were left 
in the general extension fund and 
the state organization in these states 
were entirely dependent on their own 
resources, principally membership 
fees. However, the transfer earn- 
ings of these twenty-eight states, on 
the old basis of fifty cents for each 
transfer, totalled only a little more 
than half the cost to the association 
for time and travelling expenses of 
the four field men. 
STATE EXTENSION FUNDS 

Direct allotments of funds for ac- 
tivities were made by the Extension 
Service Committee to ten states in 
which the breeders preferred to car- 
ry on their own extension program 
rather than to come under the na- 
tional program. Allotments to these 
states were fixed at the beginning of 
the year on the basis of the previous 
year’s earnings as follows:

As I pointed out in my report for 
last year, this system of direct al- 
lotments in some states and field 
work in others makes an equitable 
distribution of extension funds very 
difficult and as a_ result there is 
bound to be some dissatisfaction. 

Much time has been devoted to or- 
ganization work in the _ different 
states and especially to reorganiza- 
tion or revival of interest in the 
county and _ district associations 
throughout the country. Strong ac- 
tive county associations are absolute- 
ly necessary if our extension program 
is to function with any degree of 
efficiency, as the greater part of the 
work must necessarily be done by 
the breeders themselves in their own 
home communities. The field force 
is too limited to do more than get 
these groups organized and started 
on a worthwhile program of educa- 
tion and information about the 
breed. Too many of our Holstein 
owners are sadly lacking in knowl- 
edge of the breed and in fact of their 
own herds and there is a wonderful 
opportunity for advancement of Hol- 
stein interests through the efforts of 
these county and _ district associa- 
tions. Some people have objected to 
the field men devoting any of their 
time to this organization work, but 
it is difficult to see how the exten- 
sion work can be carried on effi- 
ciently with a limited field force ex- 
cept in cooperation with these local 
units. 

BETTER BREEDING PROGRAM 

The “Better Breeding Program’”’ 
was started in 1934 and has been 
continued under the leadership of 
Dr. E. E. Heizer working in close co- 
operation with the field men and lo- 
cal agencies. Emphasis. has been 
placed on the necessity for testing 
entire herds to prove sires and brood 
cows and the importance of develop- 
ing the proper type for long services 
and heavy production. Herd anal- 
ysis on the basis of record data was 
continued to a rather limited extent 
during the year but much time was 
devoted to breeding schools in which 
breeders were given an insight into 
the newer knowledge of genetics and 
the principles of inheritance. As dur- 
ing the previous year, Dr. Heizer was 
employed on a half time basis with 
the Ohio State University, but dur- 
ing the six months period in our em- 
ploy he conducted 102 of the breed- 
ing schools with a total attendance 
of 4,534 or an average attendance 

of nearly 45 at each school. These 
schools were organized principally 

by the regular field men in their ter- 
ritories but a number of the other 
states were included in cooperation 
with the state organizations and al- 
together thirty-three states were 
covered. Dr. Heizer has prepared an 
excellent film for the breeding school 
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and copies have been supplied to 
each of the field men. In addition to 
this film he has prepared other films 
dealing with the udder and mastitis 
and one on Holsteins in Holland and 
the four field men have been sup- 
plied with these films also. These 
films have proven to be an extreme- 
ly valuable addition to the equip- 
ment of the men in the field and 
have been used to e:mellent advant- 
age. 
SHOWS AND EXHIBITS 

As during the previous year, the 
Extension Service had educational 
exhibits at the four principal shows, 
Eastern States, Waterloo, Pacific In- 
ternational and the National. The 
most elaborate of these was shown 
at the Eastern States Exposition in 
cooperation with the New England 
Holstein- Friesian Association and 
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great credit is due this organization 
for this splendid display featuring 
New England Holsteins. The exhibit 
at Waterloo featured six Holstein 
cows with lifetime records over 100,- 
000 pounds milk and ‘Facts about 
Yellow Color in Milk,’’ showin the 
high Vitamin A content of Holstein 
milk and caused much _ favorable 
comment. In addition, booths and 
headquarters were maintained at a 
number of state fairs in cooperation 
with the state organizations. Great 
credit is due the Carnation Milk 
Farms for their display at Dallas 
during the Texas Centennial Exposi- 
tion which was a splendid advertise- 
ment for our breed and particularly 
for showing their great Champion 
Milk and Butterfat Cow, Carnation 
Ormsby Butter King, at the National 
Dairy Show. She was the center of

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN CALF CLURS 

One of our most important exten- 
sion projects is the calf club in con- 
nection with the regular 4-H Club 
Program and interest in this project 
is keen throughout the country. In 
this work we are urging the adop- 
tion of a three year program in which 
the heifer is carried through one 
lactation period on test. In calf club 
showing, the Danish system of 
awards, in which the calves are plac- 
ed in groups instead of the usual in- 
dividual placing, is meeting with in- 
creasing favor over the country. 
Thirty-three states were represented 
in club work during the year and 
332 club members were certified for 
membership in the Holstein-Friesian 
Calf Club Association of America. At 
the close of the year, a total of 4,- 
553 Certificates of Merit had been 
granted to boys and girls, members 
of clubs throughout the country en- 
titling them to Junior Membership 
privileges in our National organiza- 
tion until they reach 21 years of age. 
These young people are all potential 
Holstein breeds and many of them 
will become life members of the as- 
sociation in the future. It would be 
a fine thing if we could work out 
some plan to have more of them at- 
tend our annual conventions to be- 
come acquainted with our members 
and the actual working of the or- 


ganization.

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Colorado’s 
Great 
Proven Sire 


A Study of the Influence of 
COLUMBINE PIEBE CHANGELING 
on Holstein History in Colorado 
By M. B. NICHOLS 
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for its fine Holstein cattle—has in late years de- 

veloped the blood of one sire to the extent that 
almost every registered herd east and west of the Con- 
tinental Divide in Colorado is building on this line of 
breeding. 

This sire, Columbine Piebe Changeling, No. 253697, 
would have been quite a disappointment had he not 
reproduced in the manner he has, for he is a son of 
Duke Pietertje Korndyke Ormsby and a paternal grand- 
son of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes. His dam was 
purchased in calf to Duke Pietertje Korndyke Ormsby 
by Spencer Penrose and George Sinton of Colorado 
Springs in 1917. 

Checking Volume 45 of the Blue Book, we find only 
four daughters of this sire with advanced _ registry 
records. These four daughters have nine records, all 
except one being class B, and three of them 305 day 
form. They average 15,331 lbs. milk and 581.0 Ibs. 
butterfat. This does not tell the whole story, however, 
as many of his daughters have cow-testing records, 
which are not available, as the cow testing record books 
kept by George Sinton and the copies maintained at the 
Colorado State College have been destroyed by fire. 

The greatness of Columbine Piebe Changeling has 
been proven largely through his sons, one daughter and 
her three sons. This has resulted in not only some great 
production records, but some almost unbelievable long 
time herd averages. 

GEORGE T. SINTON 

George Sinton, in whose herd Columbine Piebe 
Changeling was used, has carried on this blood through 
one of his daughters, Changeling Baker Mercedes. This 
grand old matron has ten lactation records, totaling 
142,990 pounds of milk and 6079.0 pounds of butterfat. 
She in turn has three sons which have proven their 
worth. Pikes Peak Sir Changeling Matador, a son, by 
U Nebraska Matador Kewp, has been used jointly by 
Mr. Stinton and C. W. Henry of Greeley, Colorado. This 
bull has thirteen daughters which have completed records 
In two year old form which average 12,900 lbs. milk, 
516.0 lbs. of butterfat. 

_ Pikes Peak Sir Changeling Kyte, another son of 
Changeling Baker Mercedes, by U Neb. Quantity Kyte, 


T Pike’s Peak region of Colorado—long famous 


was used jointly by Mr. Sinton and Mr. Henry. This 
sire has seven daughters with records averaging at 2 
years, 7 months, 12,401 lbs. milk, 473.4 lbs. butterfat. 
This average will probably be boosted this year to well 
over 550 lbs. as several daughters of this sire are pro- 
ducing over 700 Ibs. of butterfat, two being in excess of 
800 lbs. 

Pikes Peak, Sir Changeling Korndyke, a son of the 
above cow and by DeKol Korndyke Raymondale, used 
in the Sinton Farm dairy herd, on mostly grade cows, 
has 32 tested daughters, which have an average pro- 
duction on twice a day milking, as two year olds, of 
11,203 lbs. of milk and 419.0 lbs. of butterfat. 

The above breeding has been largely responsible for 
the following cow-testing and Holstein herd improve- 
ment averages attained by Mr. Sinton:

This gives Mr. Sinton a yearly average on approxi- 
mately sixteen cows of 474.6 lbs. of butterfat. This 
yvear’s herd average, which will be completed in a short 
time, promises to be above the 550 pound mark. 


COLORADO SCHOOL FOR THE DEAF AND BLIND 
COLORADO SPRINGS 


This herd had as its foundation animals secured from 
Dr. Hubert Work, of Pueblo, Colorado. Mr. Brown, 
superintendent, and Ted Meads, herdsman, secured a 
son of Columbine Piebe Changeling—-Columbine Ascalon 
Changeling—to head the herd. That a good job has 
been done is attested by the fact that this bull has 
twenty-one daughters with completed records in this 
herd with a class B average of 18,290 lbs. milk, 638.3 
lbs. of butterfat. An eleven year average of 500.7 Ibs. 
of butterfat on twenty-three cows, (C.T.A.), has been

More “Pellissier” Angles 


AST week, we discussed in some detail our ideas 
L» regard to consolidation of offices and the position 

of General Manager. We hope some constructive 
action may be taken on it by the Convention and that 
the whole question may be decided on its broad merits, 
without geographical bias or political wire pulling and 
maneuvering. 


One thing which we should have said last time in this 
discussion, and which we thoroughly believe, is that this 
report by the Pellissier Committee should not be re- 
garded as a reflection upon the present management of 
the Association. We feel that Chairman Noyes in par- 
ticular has done a splendid job of supervision and that 
he has given far more time to it than he has been paid 
for. Economies have been instituted, extra space at 
Madison leased to provide a substantial new income, and 
with the increased fees put into effect last June the As- 
sociation is now operating nicely in the black—over 
$21,000 for the first 19 periods of this year to May 15. 
During this period of nineteen weeks, total cash receipts 
have increased by $15,200 while cash disbursements 
have declined about $3,500 from the comparative period 
of 1936. 

Thus from the standpoint of financial operations of 
the Association, we are again going in the right direction. 
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But that is not the sole purpose of consideration, ang 
does not justify adopting a complacent attitude towarq 
the general situation. The most dangerous thing we 
could do would be just to drift along the stream. The 
helmsman needs to be a full time man, and it is an jm. 
position to expect him to put in full time on the job at 
just a part-time salary. That would be Mr. Noyes’ 
situation if we continued the present Management ar- 
rangement. 

And then there is this question of milk work. Mr. 
Baldwin has done a fine piece of work as far as he has 
gone. He has successfully ironed out a number of very 
troublesome situations. But the set-up is not sound. 
His job is still on a temporary basis, practically renewed 
from one Board meeting to the next. He works under 
Mr. Noyes’ direction, apart from the Extension Depart- 
ment, and there is a lack of coordination there which 
detracts from the effectiveness of the whole effort. We 


know that the arrangement is not thoroughly satisfactory _ 


to anyone concerned. 

The right man as General Manager we think should 
be a man capable of taking over the personal direction 
of the whole Extension Service. He would need to give 
no more personal attention to the running of the other 
departments than Chairman Noyes is now giving them, 
but he could bring about better coordination, and get 
far more effectiveness into our breed promotion activ- 
ities than is possible under our present set-up. 

As we see it, this position under the right man has 
possibilities of being about the biggest live stock job in 
America today. We believe the time is ripe to go ahead 
aggressively. By that we do not mean high-pressure, 
whirlwind ‘Billy Sunday” stuff; nor the scrapping of 
everything we are doing now. 

We believe in the idea of consolidating the offices 
and that the economy of the Brattleboro set-up offsets 
any advantages that any other locations might offer, but 
actually we feel that the general manager idea means 
far more to our future as an industry and that this 
should be adopted regardless of what is done with con- 
solidation. 





The Royal Brentwood Sale 


HE Royal Brentwood Sale of 1937 has now taken 

| its place as a creditable addition to a distinguished 

series. The quality was excellent throughout with 

not one single discreditable individual in this hand 

picked array. Manager Paul Misner and the consignors 

deserve great credit for a good job done in the offering 
they led out for public appraisal. 

The general average of $354 for 109 head was not 
extravagant; in fact, did not measure quite up to ad- 
vance expectations. An analysis of the results seems 
to indicate that the tops sold very satisfactorily but that 
the great middle class of fine dairy animals found a 
rather thin market, and sold in most cases at real bar- 
gain prices. Breeders were present from at least six- 
teen states and the general attendance was large, but 
there seemed to be a lack of local buyers to absorb these 
good straight and desirable, but less spectacular offer- 
ings at even fair valuations. Such buyers doubtless 
were absent because of an advance feeling that every- 
thing would go out of their reach. Buyers from a 
distance were forced to consider the extra shipping ez- 
pense that would be involved in getting their purchases 
home. There will certainly be a lot of pleased and satis- 
fied buyers, and the consignors of these animals can 
take what comfort is found in the fact that their ani- 
mals created a favorable impression before a wide aud- 
ience and that they have made some new friends for 
their herds and lines of breeding. 


It was a most pleasant occasion from start to finish 
with every detail of management carried out in tradi- 
tional Brentwood style. The Sunday preview of the 
cattle, with the opportunity to look over the great Laux- 
mont establishment, attracted large crowds—cars from 
16 states were noted in the parking space. Many €2- 
joyed the splendid entertainment and buffet lunch pro- 
vided by Mr. Laucks at his home overlooking the mighty 
Susquehanna. The gardens were in full bloom for the 
occasion. Then on Monday morning, the Consignors 
Breakfast, with Paul Misner as host, the first animal “ 
the ring at exactly 9.45—and clicking off regularly 
thereafter at the rate of twenty per hour. Weather 
conditions were spotty and ended up by proving ss 
thing of a handicap. Ideal at the opening, re ob 
showers fell during the day, with a rising wind wh 
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finally threatened the moorings of the big tent, so that 
the conclusion of the selling was in the open courtyard, 
with continued threats of rain and attendant confusion 
that doubtless found some reflections in prices. 

Again we wish to congratulate all who had a part 
jn making the Royal Brentwood Sale of 1937 the thor- 
oughgoing credit to our breed which it was.

Occasionally—and it was particularly true 
in the Royal Brentwood last week—tthese good straight, 
heavy producing animals, perhaps lacking in high records 
or the most popular breeding, bring less than their real 
value in such sales as this for the very reason that the 
men who need them and are looking for them have been 
scared away through fear of extravagant prices. Remem- 
ber, these animals are hand-picked and a credit to any 
herd, but they are not—-cannot—all be of the ‘“high- 
powered” sort. Eastern dairymen within easy shipping 
distance of Wrightsville, Pa., overlooked some real bar- 
gains last week.

The Cover 


HE title of this might well be ““A $10,000 Calf that 

Made Good.” In the Brentwood Sale of 1929 at 

Philadelphia, held at the time of the National Con- 
vention in that city, the top animal of the sale was a 
baby bull calf, out of Royal Ormsby, a daughter of King 
of the Ormsbys then about half way through a year’s 
test, and sired by DeCreamCo Calamity Posch. Both 
dam and son were in the sale, consigned by E. M. Bayne 
of Michigan. Winterthur Farms, Winterthur, Del., finally 
bought the calf for $10,100, after a stirring bidding 
battle with Baker Farm of New Hampshire. They also 
bought the dam for $6,300, took her home and finished 
the record on her, making her the highest record daugh- 
ter of her sire with 1,045.3 lbs. fat. 

The bull was renamed King Posch Ormsby of Winter- 
thur and he was put into limited service in the Winter- 
thur herd as soon as he was old enough. In accordance 
with good breeding practice, he was used rather spar- 
ingly for a year or so until his owners could get some 
line on the kind of calves he would sire and it was not 
until the late fall of 1934 that his first daughters were 
started on test. 

As a result of the first year of testing for his daugh- 
ters, King Posch Ormsby of Winterthur became the lead- 
ing Honor List Sire of 1936 with a total of 244 points 
according to the World point system, his daughters ap- 
pearing 15 times on the Honor list for the year. 

One of these daughters, Winterthur Posch Donsegis 
Nobsgrl, was class leader for junior two-year-olds in 
Class C of the yearly division with 620.6 lbs. fat, high 
for the year and second high for all time at this age. 
Two of her sisters placed just behind her for the year in 
second and third places, with three more farther down 
the line. In the senior two-year-old class, two of his 
daughters placed third and fourth in the yearly division, 
one of them also standing third in the 305-day division. 
In the junior three-year-old class his daughters placed 
fifth and sixth in the yearly division and five in the 305- 
day division and in the senior’ three-year-old _ class, 
another of his daughters placed second to another Win- 
terthur heifer in both the yearly and 305-day divisions. 
One of his oldest daughters in the herd was second place 
junior four-year-old in the 305-day division, completing 
the fifteen places on the Honor List with a first, four 
seconds, three thirds and seven other places from fourth 
to fifteenth, for a total of 244 honor points. 

King Posch Ormsby of Winterthur and his sire, De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch, make up the leading sire- 
son pair on the 1936 Honor List and with three other 
Posch sons the group comes within a point of taking 
top honors for sire and all sons. 

Today at Winterthur, King Posch Ormsby of Winter- 
thur is the leading senior sire and at least report he 
had 40 daughters in the herd with 21 of them having 
finished Class C averaging 535.5 lbs. fat from 15,093 Ibs. 
milk, with two-thirds of them two-year-olds. His daugh- 
ter mentioned above as standing second on the all-time 

national list as a junior two-year-old, has since come 
back with a senior three-year-old record, not yet of- 
ficially reported, of 850 lbs. fat which is a world’s record 
for this age on two-time milking by a large margin, with 
several others crowding the 800-lb. fat mark in heifer 
form, all in Class C, the only kind of testing now being 
done at Winterthur. 


What is a great sire worth? Winterthur paid $10,100 
for this bull. In the last two Brentwood Sales they 
sold four of his milking age daughters for an average 
of $430 each. If he has 40 more daughters in the herd 
that are worth an an average even half this average 
price, they more than have their money back on these 
44 daughters alone so the sons he has already sired 
and all of the sons and daughters he is likely to sire 
during his remaining years of service, and there should 
be many of them, will represent profit on the investment. 
We can think of plenty of other places, outside the 
Holstein industry, where Mr. Dupont might have invested 
that $10,000 in 1929 that would have brought him con- 
siderably less return than he received from the purchase 
of this white bull calf.

MILK CAMPAIGN URGED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

The time has come for our association to realize the 
necessity of an aggressive extension program, a program 
that will not only increase the membership in our asso- 
ciation but a campaign in keeping with the campaigns 
being waged by our so-called ‘‘competitors.‘’ We must 
do this in order that our Holstein breeders may realize 
at least a fair price for the milk that they produce. 


I have been a reader of the World since it was first 
published and would not be without it for anything as 
I consider it a very valuable paper, however articles 
relative to the nutritive value of Holstein milk which 
have been published in the World are all very fine but 
they do not begin to reach the majority of the people 
that drink our milk. The National Association should 
help the breeders get over to the consuming public the 
real value of Holstein milk. That this problem is largely 
a “‘local’’ problem has been the attitude of those in 
charge of our association in the past years. This is not 
a “local”? problem and the sooner those in charge realize 
this then the sooner we are going to go forward instead 
of aimlessly drifting along the way we have been in the 
past. Many of our breeders are in isolated sections and 
raise cows to sell to milk producers in more thickly 
populated sections. If we are to sell our Holstein cows, 
sell our bulls for more money we must see to it that 
Holstein milk receives the proper publicity from all con- 
cerned. I feel that I am entitled to some definite return 
on the money that I pay into the Association besides 
the registry and transfer certificates that I receive. This 
proposition of having one of our extension men whose 
salary and expense amounts to between $15 and $18 
per day spending his time calling upon our breeders in 
order to collect or solicit memberships in state or local 
clubs is all wrong. What is the sense of spending that 
amount of money per day to secure memberships that 
do not bring in as much money for the local clubs as it 
costs the National Association to secure them? For 
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years we have been hearing about ‘‘the little breeder 


on the hillside’ and I would like to ask just what has 
been done to help this little fellow who after all is the 
backbone of the industry. 

Another breed association announces at its recent 
annual meeting that if the trend toward their preeg 
continues as it has in the past few years that in 1950 
they will have more of their breed of cattle in America 
than all the other breeds put together. What security 
are we offering our calf club boys and girls that we are 
going to have Holstein cattle and a breed association 
in the years to come 


Are we going to continue to stand by and let the 
good old Holstein cow take a back seat? If we had 
done what our cows have done for us we would not be 
in the position that we are today. We must all realize 
that Holstein milk has gone forward in spite of the fact 
that it has received but little help from our Nationa] 
Association. This “Color fad” campaign should be 


counteracted and counteracted quickly if we are to syr-- 


vive. 


If a consolidation of offices and the appointment of 
a REAL efficient Executive Secretary would bring about 
the needed reforms then I say ‘Let us consolidate.” 
Otherwise we might as well go on in the way that we 
are (doing nothing) in order to avoid any hard feelings 
and save expense. An Executive Secretary of the right 
sort with the cooperation of the Board of Directors 
could and should put the Holstein cow where she right- 
fully belongs—at the head of the line.

PROVE PURE BRED SUPERIORITY 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I am convinced the greatest drawback to our reg- 
istered breeds is that they are not enough superior for 
production, type and reproduction to their offspring in 
comparison to the ordinary grade cow, on which the 
average farmer relies. No sooner will he invest in 
registered cattle until he is firmly convinced that the 
registered cow is superior. Our county, state and na- 
tional dairy shows are doing much good towards better 
uniform type, although not enough interest is taken in 
the local county fairs. 


Continuous testing, preferably the Herd Improve- 
ment Test or D. H. I. A., would help to prove the herd 
sire and find proven brood cow families. Then we could 
produce matings that I think would eventually give 
results. 


I fully realize the good some of our big breeders are 
doing toward breed improvement, and success they are 
having in line breeding. However, a greater mass of 
good dairy farmers will have to keep up with careful 
breeding for type and testing for production to make 
general improvement effective for our good old regis- 
tered Holstein-Friesians. 


Our herd of 18 cows made 10,080 lbs. milk, 3.44% 
test, 346.5 lbs. fat last year in the St. Clair-Monroe- 
Randolph Association of Illinois. The herd sire is King 
Abbekerk Piebe Fayne, a grandson of King Abbekerk 
Segis Fobes. This is our fourth year of testing and find 
it the foundation of a good breeding program.

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C. HOLSTEINS TO SOUTH 
AFRICA 
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HOLSTEINS AT CREDHOLME 

Five years ago at the November 
“Royal” Credholme Farm, Streets- 
ville, Ont., held the spotlight in one of 
the greatest Ayrshire shows in the 
history of the breed. The great im- 
ported herd sire Syke Stamp, at that 
time head of the winning Credholme 
entries, won senior and Grand Cham- 
pion honors of the show, while Hobs- 
land Bannerman, the assistant sire in 
service, was best of the Junior bulls 
and drew reserve Grand Champion- 
ship honors to the older sire. These 
were the show ring days of the herd, 
but even as late as 1936 the Credholme 
brood females were still “tops” for 
production. Included in the herd at 
this time was Barr Dusky Maid 
(Imp.) the breed’s latest 100,000 Ib. 
life-time producer; Barr Lulu (Imp.) 
60,000 lbs. in six lactations; Cults 
Brocade (Imp.) 13,900 lbs. Honoro 
Roll producer, and many others. 
With the younger cows, cows however, 
and homebred heifers, they made up 
at one time a herd of well over 100 
head—-show winners and great pro- 
ducers. Now all are gone, many of 
them taken by the best Ayrshire herds 
in the land. There has however, been 
a replacement; gradually as the Ayr- 
shires went out, Holsteins came in, 
and “Credholme” has now become one 
of the leading Holstein breeding 
establishments in the Province. Al- 
ready a one-ton per day milk contract 
is under way with preparation for a 
50% increase before the close of the 
present year. Partly through fore- 
sight, and possibly to some extent 
through the medium of good fortune, 
the purchased foundation cows are 
showing an exceptionally high average 
per cent test, a feature which has 
been a great factor in popularizing the 
adopted breed with the present farm 
management. From the beginning, all 
milking females have been put on 
R. O. P. test as soon as they arrived 
at the farm and so far the highest to 
finish is the 5-year-old cow “Cranston 
Topsy Verbelle Fayne” with 18,128 
Ibs. milk, 646 lbs. fat, this being the 
only 365-day record completed so far. 
Hengerveld Valdessa Jane is higher 
in milk however, with a mature rec- 
ord of 18,973 lbs. made before coming 
to “Credholme” but she is slightly 
lower in fat with 634 lbs. Llenroc 
Jemima Last Echo was selected last 
year, jnst at the completion of her 
15,874 lb. 2-yr.-old 4.11% test and for 
the first six months in her new home 
has over 11,000 lbs. milk with two 
tests of 3.89%. She is, of course, now 
running in her 3-yr.-old form and her 
August bull calf is one of the best 
Junior Show prospects of the present 
year. Third highest to complete her 
year lactation production in the herd 
is Schuling Pontiac DeKol with 15,065 
Ibs. of 3.68% milk in 305 days, and 
next is Rosie Echo Posch with 14,250 
lbs. of 3.49% milk in 305 days at three 
years. Several more uncompleted rec- 
ords however, bid fair to outdistance 
even the highest of the above men- 
tioned herd members. Echo Orms- 
by Irene, now running as a 4-yr.-old 
9,874 lbs. in her first five months, 
and her maternal sister two years 
younger has 9.169 lbs. in four months 
as a 3-year-old. Dunure Gussie, just 
turned full age and a granddaughter 
of Francy Mercena Burke, has 11,266 
Ibs. of 3.6% milk in the first six 
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months of her present lactation, and 
Speedside Princess Wayne has 12,976 
Ibs. of 3.85% milk in seven months. 
These are the sort of producers that 
are making possible a one-ton per day 
milk contract at ‘‘Credholme’’. Look- 
ing to the future however, some men- 
tion must of necessity be made to the 
herd sires: and here too it is certain 
that considerable thought has been 
given to butter fat test, with the 
maximum in milk production. The 
senior sire is Springfarm Nig Pal- 
myra, a Sir Inka Palmyra son of the 
great Elmwood Farm matron, Ca- 
lamity Nig of Elmwood Farm 34,615.7 
lbs. milk in one year with a 3.8% 
test. The first calves from the son of 
this former world’s record producer 
are now commencing to arrive. Also 
there are four newly-calved young- 
sters, the first to arrive, by the assist- 
ant sire Cedar Dale Butter Boy. This 
is a 2-yr.-old bull, grandson on the 
sire’s side of Lady Meg Posch and 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, while his 
dam Cedar Dale Pansy Piebe is a 
3.71% 14,792 lb. 3-yr.-old daughter of 
the line-bred high butter fat Piebe 
bull, Sir Pansy Segis. With these 
richly bred sires and the splendid 
array of high-producing foundation fe- 
males it seems safe to predict a bright 
future for “Credholme Farms”. 


MIDDLESEX DAIRYMEN BANQUET 


Byron Jenvey, Western Ontarig 
Holstein Field Man, represented the 
Holstein interests on the program of 
the Middlesex Dairy Cattle Breeders 
banquet at Dorchester, Ont., recently 
which was attended by over 200 
dairymen. He gave a brief summary of 
the progress of the Holstein-Friesian 
Assn. of Canada and made a num- 
ber of specific recommendations to 
dairymen, which included better ven- 
tilation of stables and the improve- 
ment of stable floors to prevent in- 
juries to hocks and udders. He also 
urged dairymen to watch the results 
of experiments in solving the prob- 
lems of mineral deficiency in cattle 
fodder. 


George B. Rothwell, Dominion 
Live Stock Commissioner, was the 
principal speaker. The Commis- 
sioner believes that one of the best 
things a Government can do to assist 
the farmer is to decrease its own run- 
ning expenses and so lower taxes but 
he also paid a tribute to the work 
of the Dominion Experimental Farms, 
Stating that what is needed by the 
farmer is a better appreciation not 
so much of new knowledge as of the 
fundamentals of farming which were 
known ten and twenty years ago. He 
lauded the Canada-United States 
trade agreement for its benfits to 
Canadian Agriculture. 

Presentation of dairy calf club 
prizes was made by W. K. Riddell, 
district representative of department 
of agriculture and Herman Norris, 
president of the Dorchester Junior 
Farmers. Mr. Riddell, also spoke 
briefly to the effect that the matter 
of making Middlesex a restricted 
area in regarded to T. B. tests is now 
up to the cattle men of the district, 
and if two-thirds of the cattle men 
in the county are in favor of the 
idea it will be carried through by 
council.

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To the President and Members of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada: 

The presentation of the Annual re- 
port of the Extension Service Commit- 
tee for 1936 is a particularly pleasant 
duty, because the past year has 
proven the best, in many respects, of 
any year in the history of your Asso- 
ciation. 


Your Association, some two years 
ago, brought about a change in the 
method of administration of Extension 
Service work, which proved very satis- 
factory at the time. This change in 
policy was supplemented last year by 
constitutional amendments which 
simplified the work in Ontario and 
the result has been, we believe, highly 
satisfactory. The apopintment of sub- 
committees in Eastern and Western 
Ontario divisions has tended to speed 
up the approach to an attack upon 
problems confronting breeders in each 
territory. A responsible committee, 
giving directions to efficient field 
secretaries, seems to be the most 
promising of all approaches’ to the 
problems faced in carrying out Exten- 
sion work. All the provinces are now 
organized to take care of their own 
work, each adapting itself as best it 
can, to meet the needs which obtain in 
its particular territory. 


Discussion of the work early in the 
year resulted in the decision that 
some of the greatest needs of the 
breed were as follows: 

Education as to the most ideal 
and desirable type of animal to 
develop on the average breeders 
farm. 

The need for some medium 
through which to disseminate 
news of the breed to the entire 
membership. 

Some means of acquainting the 
general public with the wonderful 
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Extension Service Report 


health giving properties of Hol- 

stein milk. 

To meet the educational needs, in 
regard to type, your committee author- 
ized the publication of ten thousand 
English copies and two thousand 
French copies of anew Canadian 
Judging Manual, which was dis- 
tributed to the entire membership. It 
was also given to Agricultural Col- 
leges, Agricultural representatives, 
members of Calf Clubs and any other 
source where it was considered it 
might serve its purpose. It was well 
received and generally acclaimed as a 
splendid publication. 

To meet the news requirements of 
the breeders, your Committee, in co- 
operation with the Board of Directors 
continued the contract with the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World (an American 
publication) whereby a free subscrip- 
tion was given to each paid up mem- 
ber. This gesture has received quite 
general approval from the rank and 
file of the breeders. 


An experiment was attempted by 
way of popularizing milk as a human 
food. To this end five thousand milk 
booklets were published. The book- 
lets contained the most’ up-to-date 
findings of the medical profession and 
offered to the public a very interest- 
ing analysis of different breed milks, 
as well as other informative data in 
regard to the consumption of milk. 
These were distributed to medical 
men and school teachers in the cities, 
for use in the practise of their pro- 
fession. 

Also a Holstein milk bar was con- 
ducted at the Royal Winter Fair. Hol- 
stein milk and other dainties were 
sold over the counter. This provided 
an opportunity to distribute milk 
booklets and other breed literature to 
the general public. It also served to 
advertise the nutritive value of Hol-

stein milk, when offered in the natura] 
and most appetizing form. 


This report makes mention of only 
the most important of the projects at. 
tempted by the Committee and may 
be supplemented by brief verbal re 
ports from the two Ontario Field 
Secretaries and the representatives of 
each Provincial organization. 


That part of the work which is re. 
garded as of National importance js 
very ably administered, under the 4dj- 
rection of your Committee, by the 
Secretary of your Association. The 
balance of the work, the nature of 
which differs according to local needs, 
is conducted by sub-committees and 
directed by the several Provincial or. 
ganizations. 


In addition to the new Judging 
Manual and the milk booklet already 
mentioned, the Secretary’s office also 
issued four thousand copies of a new 
booklet “Conquest of the Holstein 
Cow.’”’ This is also being issued in 
French for distribution early in 1937, 
Five thousand copies of a leaflet 
“Facts about Holstein-Friesian Cattle” 
were printed and distributed to school 
teachers and pupils along with other 
booklets. Electros were made from 
the color plates generously loaned by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America for use in the Judging Manual 
and a supply of small true type pic- 
tures printed from these. The book- 
let “How to Start a Pure Bred Hol- 
stein Herd” continued to be popular 
and a reprint of two thousand copies 
was made. 


Breed publicity was handled for the 
first half of the year on the same basis 
as in 1935 and in the Province of Que- 
bec no change has been made from 
the satisfactory arrangements in force 
heretofore. In Western Canada, how- 
ever, the change of occupation of our 
Western representative forced the 
closing of this News Service on June 
30th. This was replaced by a general 
News Service conducted by Mr. L. E. 
Franklin and covering every province 
except Quebec. In addition to releas- 
ing news items to Canadian papers, 
the two News Services have contrib 
uted largely to the Canadian section 
of the Holstein-Friesian World, 
both in English and French. The 
Secretary’s office has worked closely 
with both Services and has supervised 
and co-ordinated all the Association 
efforts along this line. The Branch 
Secretaries have been particularly 
active in supplying news items and 
we would like to thank them for their 
assistance. 


Advertising was placed in the lead- 
ing farm papers on approximately the 
same basis as in the previous year. 
Display advertising was used in East- 
ern Canada and classified in the West. 


The Secretary represented the Ass0o- 
ciation at a great many Holstein fune- 
tions in Ontario and Quebec, including 
field days, meetings, Class A Exhibi- 
tions and County Fairs. He also spent 
about three weeks in the Maritimes 
getting acquainted with the breeders 
and government officials and — 
ing Charlottetown Fair, the field day 
and annual meeting of the New — 
wick Branch and several other ng 
ings. This is the first time that - 
Secretary of the Association has ad 
an official visit to these 
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provinces and the personal contact 
and meetings with the Branch offi- 
cials will do much to make our Ex- 
tension system operate more smoothly 
there. He also attended the annual 
meeting of the American Association 
at Indianapolis and the Brentwood 
Sale where the leading breeders of the 
United States assemble. He kept 
closely in touch with the Ontario field- 
men and worked with them and the 
Branch Committees whenever he 
could be of service. 


All Extension work is difficult, be- 
cause of the fact that results achieved 
in field service or in other projects 
undertaken, do not usually produce re- 
sults in an immediately tangible form. 
Therefore your Committee cannot, in 
all cases, show immediate results to 
offer as justification for expenditures 
involved. However, we feel that past 
experience has proven the wisdom of 
doing Extension work, and that the 
future will reveal the advisability of 
continuing to further the interests of 
the bred by this means. 


We know that the persistent use of 
such practices as this Service recom- 
mends to every breeder, played a most 
important part in gaining for our 
breed, the distinction and honor of 
developing the “Queen of the Dairy 
World”, Springbank Snow Countess. 
Her passing this year has brought to 
a close a history of life time produc- 
tion which will always be of great 
advertising value to our breed. The 
fruits of past Extension activities 
were evident also in the shipment of 
73 head of Holsteins consigned to 
Baron von Trutzschler of Chester, 
England. Many of the cattle in the 
trial shipments to the old country 
sponsored by the Extension Depart- 
ment found their way into this dis- 
trict and into the Baron’s herd which 
no doubt was partially responsible 
for the repeat order. 


In the conduct of our Extension pro- 
gram, valuable assistance has been 
Teceived from many sources. We 
would like to acknowledge our _in- 
debtedness to the representatives of 
the farm press, the Agricultural Rep- 
resentative Service and the many offi- 
cials of the Provincial and Federal 
Departments of Agriculture, who have 
cheerfully co-operated wtih our field- 
men and officials. Without the help 
of these agencies much of the effec- 
tiveness of our work would have been 
lost and it will be our constant en- 
deavour to maintain only such policies 
a8 will merit their continued support. 


While we, as a Committee, trust 
this report will receive your hearty 
endorsation, we welcome your con- 
structive criticisms and helpful sug- 
gestions. We also compliment you on 
the successful year your Association 
has enjoyed, and sincerely trust you 
Will give the Holstein cow a full 
opportunity to do her part in restoring 
Prosperity to her owners, and also to 
Tetain her supremacy as the dairy 
Queen.

CANADIAN BUSINESS IMPROVED 
Ottawa, Canada.—Economic con- 
ditions in Canada during the first 


quarter of 1937 showed marked im- 
provement over the same period of 
the preceding year. Advances were 
recorded in all but eight of the 53 
factors regarded as significant in the 
study of cyclical fluctations. 

The main element in the better- 
ment of Canadian business during 
the first three months of 1937 was 
the expansion in productive opera- 
tions coupled with the marked ad- 
vance in commodity prices. The in- 
dex of the physical volume of busi- 
ness showed a gain of 11.3 per cent, 
representing a general betterment in 
mineral production, manufacturing, 
construction, electric power and dis- 
tribution. 

The volume of mineral production 
was more than 10 per cent greater 
than in the first quarter of 1936. 
Copper exports reached a high level 
with a gain of 6.9 per cent. Nickel 


exports increased 10.9 per cent. Out- 
ward shipments of zinc were down 
production 


14.4 per cent, but lead 
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during the first two months was up 
13.3 per cent. Shipments of gold 
to the Mint and to external points 
amounted to 974,000 ounces com- 
pared with 866,000, a gain of 12.4 
per cent. 

The index for manufacturing re- 
corded a gain of 15.4 per cent. The 
output of newsprint was at a new 
high point in the first quarter, 
amounting to 864,333 tons, a gain of 
24.6 per cent. Export of planks and 
boards indicative of conditions in 
the lumber industry, showed a gain 
of nearly 38 per cent. The primary 
iron and steel industry was much 
more active; steel ingot production 
advancing 19.5 per cent and the out- 
put of pig iron was up nearly 16 per 
cent compared with the first quarter 
of a year ago. The output of motor 
cars at about 64,000 recorded a gain 
of 43.5 per cent. Crude rubber im- 
ports, indicating conditions in the 
tire industry showed a gain of one 
per cent. 

The record of the construction in- 
dustry was encouraging during the 
first quarter of the current year. 
While the actual value of contracts 
awarded was down slightly compared 
with a year ago, the contemplated 
new construction estimated at $134,- 
738,100 is more than double that of 
last year. Building permits at $10,- 
470,000 compared with $5,592,000 in 
the first quarter of 1936, registered 
an increase of 87.2%. 








FACTS OF INTEREST 

Sales of gasoline in Canada dur- 
ing the calendar year of 1836 
amounted to 617,842.000 gallons 
compared with 573,652,000 gallons 
sold in 1935. 

Canada’s exports of non-ferrous 
metals in March were’ valued _ at 
$24,219,000 compared with $13,955,- 
000 in March a year ago. 

The production of lard in Canada 
averages about fifty million pounds 
a year with a factory value of be- 
tween four and a half and five mil- 
lion dollars. 

At April first 978,913 workers 
were employed by 9,987 establish- 
ments in Canada. 

Bank debits to individual accounts 
at the clearing house centres of Can- 
ada during March totalled $3,189,- 
836,520, a gain of nearly 23 per cent 
over a ve@ar ago. 


NIP AND TUCK 


“Nip” Alcartra Wayne and “Tuck” 
Aleartra Wayne, are twin Holstein 
heifers owned in the herd of Methuen 
Dearing, Palermo, Ont. In both in- 
stances the records were made in 
Sub. B which means that the heifers 
were milked not more than twice 
daily. Peg Posch Korndyke, another 
2-year-old heifer in this same herd is 
credited with a 365 day production of 
15,514 lbs. of 3.53% milk, 548 Ibs. 
fat, also milked twice daily. 

As yet they are only two-year-olds, 
scarcely more than babies, but ac- 
cording to official figures released by 
the Canadian Record of Performance 
Office, Ottawa, they have recently 
completed one-year production rec- 
ords which total 34,010 lbs. milk and 
1,144 lbs. butter fat. ‘‘Tuck’’ is the 
highest in milk with 17,118 Ibs., 
while “Nip” is the highest in fat 
with 590 Ibs.

Fertilisons Nos Paturages

Les éleveurs d’Holstein apprécieront 
larticle de M. Bois écrit spécialement 
pour eux sur l’importance de fertiliser nos 
paturages. Cette appréciation sera 
d’autant plus marquée de votre part, si 
vous’ fertilisez dés cette années vos 
paturages et vous en serez les bénéfi- 
claires, 

L’établissement d’herbages de 
bonne qualité et d’un rendement plus 
abondant a fait l’objet de recherches 
plutot anciennes. Un esprit un peu 
curieux en trouverait la preuve dans 
des publications d’un Age respectable. 

Il apparait que les éleveurs se sont 
toujours préoccupés de fournir a leur 
bétail le meilleur paturage possible. 
Les méthodes suivies et les moyens 
employés ont varié suivant les exi- 
gences du milieu et aussi d’aprés les 
théories & la mode. Tout compte 
fait, il semble bien que la solution 
définitive reste encore a étre trouvée. 
Elle résultera de l’apport de chacun 
des trés nombreux chercheurs qui, de 
prés ou de loin, et parfois sans s’en 
douter! fournit sa contribution 4 
l’un ou l’autre des nombreux pro- 
blémes que souléve l’amélioration des 
paturages. Ceci ne veut pas dire 
cependant qu’il ne soit pas encore 
possible, au point ot nous en sommes 
rendus, de fournir économiquement 
une herbe succulente 4 notre bétail. 


Depus une dizaine d’annees sur- 
tout, on s’est mis résolument a la 
tache et, aujourd’hui, il est rela- 
tivement facile d’indiquer une pro- 
cédure capable de donner d’excellents 
résultats. 


Mais avant d’aller plus loin, voyons 
un peu les réalités actuelles. Il y a, 
dans Québec, environ 9,126,400 acres 
en culgure. Ce chiffre comprend 
2,992,500 acres consacrés aux 
paturages. N’importe qui conviendra 
qu’une aussi grande partie de notre 
domaine agricole mérite bien qu’on 
s’arréte & rechercher les méthodes 
les plus aptes a en accroitre le 
rendement. 


Qu’il nous soit permis de déclarer 
que nous ne voulons pas exagérer 
l’importance du sujet de cet article. 
Il y a nombre d’autres facteurs qui 
doivent étre pris en considération 
par le cultivateur-laitier désireux 
d’atteindre au succés; mais l’on ad- 
mettra que la ferme pourvue de bons 
paturages est en état de permettre 
une exploitation plus avantageuse du 
troupeau et un élevage plus. ré- 
munérateur que celle qui dispose de 
paturages ou les animaux ne trou- 
vent guére autre chose qu’une ration 
d’entretien et—si l’on considére les 
défauts les plus communs de nos 
sols—trés souvent déficitaire en 
éléments minéraux. 


L’observation la plus superficielle ®des deux tiers de la superficie deg 


révéle que le systéme de _ culture 
adopté dans notre province, par le 
plus grand nombre des exploitants, 
ne pourvoit guére a l’établissement 
et au maintien de bons paturages. 
Les prairies sont surtout ensemen- 
cées pour donner des récoltes de foin. 
Trés rares sont les cultivateurs qui 
livrent a la terre autre chose que de 
la graine de mil mélangée avec une 
certaine quantité de tréfle ‘‘Alsike’’ 
et ‘‘Rouge’’. On n’emploiera ni tréfle 
blane, ni paturin, ni fétuque, ni 
agrostide, pour ne parler que des 
principales plantes susceptibles de 
fournir un gazon touffu d’herbes 
nutritives et riches. La pratique 
usuelle consiste 4 retirer des prairies 
deux, et beaucoup plus fréquemment, 
trois, quatre et cinq récoltes succes- 
sives de foin. Lorsque le rendement 
de l’enclos diminue, on y envoie les 
vaches laitiéres et elles broutent ce 
qu’elles y trouvent. 

Ces paturages ne fournissent pas 
une alimentation suffisante, surtout 
vers le milieu de 1’été, et les plantes 
qui s’y développent ne sont pas 
appropriées a la pature. Elles se 
durcissent trop vite et rebutent les 
animaux au lieu de les attirer. Les 
mauvaises herbes s’implantent, se 
multiplient et occupent bientdt trop 
de place. Le rendement des vaches 
diminue et il devient trés couteux de 
maintenir leur production en leur 
servant des moulées ou d’autres ali- 
ments. 


Rémédier a cette situation, c’est- 
a-dire trouver un moyen peu dispen- 
dieux et d’emploi facile d’établir et 
de maintenir, pendant huit, dix ans 
ou plus, des péturages couverts 
durant toute la saison de végétation 
d’une abondante pousse_ d’herbe, 
succulente et riche en protéine et en 
minéraux, entrainerait d’intéres- 
santes conséquences d’ordre_ tech- 
nique et d‘ordre économique:

Several daughters of this bul] have 
recently freshened, and assisted this past year in making 
a 517.0 lbs. butterfat Holstein herd average. This herg 
is built largely on the blood of Columbine Pietertje 
Korndyke, a grandson of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
37th. Prof. Morton has been using recently, in eop. 
junction with Herman Zupke of Greeley, Colorado 
another Sinton bred bull—a maternal great grandson of 
Columbine Piebe Changeling. 


Countless other breeders are using sires rich in the 
blood of Columbine Piebe Changeling. Joe Gersicx 
and Ted Donley of Pueblo whose _ herds consistently 
average above the 400 lb. mark are using sons and 
grandsons of Pikes Peak Sir Changeling Matador. Lloyd 
Winger of Trinidad has several daughters of “Mat” to 
which he is breeding a son of Carnation Peerless. Harry 
Brown and Fred Grossaint of Greeley are using sires 
carrying ‘‘Changeling’”’ breeding, as is the J. K. Mullen 
Home of Ft. Logan and A. G. Cornforth of Elbert. — 


Across the ‘“‘hump’’, on the Western slope, Fred 
Clymer of Grand Junction is using a sire, carrying the 
blood of Columbine Piebe Changeling. Fred’s herd 
for a twelve year period on approximately forty-five 
cows is crowding the 400 lb. mark. Then, too, there is 
the Colorado State Home at Grand Junction with a sire 
which is a son of Pikes Peak Sir Changeling Matador, 
Henry and Bill Tupper and E. B. Rogers of Collbran are 
combining this blood into their herds, as is Ralph Reed 
of Molina. 


Columbine Piebe Changeling has been dead for 
several years now, but it will be a long time before the 
blood ceases to course through the descendants—of 
which there are many.

each dam and daughter are so much greater in A. R. 
data than in H. I. R data that the Holstein-Friesian As- 
sociation seems (to the writer) to have been wise in re- 
stricting the official computing of an index to Red Book 
data. This is not to say that an index on A. R. data is 
useless,—it is merely that the possibilities of error from 
selection, which are trivial in H. I. R. data, are impor- 
tant enough in A. R. data to require scrutiny in each 
individual case. 

The sire index comes nearer than any other devise to 
expressing in a single figure the real transmitting ability 
of a sire. Its major possibilities of error or misinter- 
pretation are: 

(a) It applies to management and feeding con- 
ditions like those under which the bull’s daughters 
were tested. If we underestimate those or over- 
estimate them, we shall overestimate or under- 
estimate the breeding value of this bull as com- 
pared to other bulls. The possibility is important 
in all kinds of data. 

(b) If daughters and dams were managed dif- 
ferently and no allowance for this is made, the 
effect of this on their production will be erro- 
neously credited to or charged against the bull’s 
breeding value. This can be an important source of 
error in A. R. data or where a herd is in H. I. R. 
at different times with intervening years when no 
testing is done It will rarely be important where 
lifetime records are used and testing is continuous. 

(c) Each offspring gets only a sample half of 
the inheritance of each parent. As is the case with 
all sampling, the sample may happen to be better 
or worse than is really typical of the source which 
it came. The only remedy is to have many daugh- 
ters in the progeny test so that these sampling 
errors will tend to cancel each other. The error 
from this source in the H. I. R. records is of such a 
magnitude that it alone would make about half of 
the indexes figured on six daughter-dam pairs be as 
much as 20 pounds of fat away from their true 
value. About half of the indexes figured on 20 
daughter-dam pairs would be more than 12 pounds 
too high or too low for this reason. 

(d) The temporary environmental things for 
which cause one record to be high and another low, 
even for the same cow, are a much more important 
source of error on each record than is (c) but they 
tend to cancel each other not only with more daugh- 
ter-dam pairs but also with more records per daugh- 
ter and (to a lesser extent) with more records per 
dam. They can be made about as unimportant as 
(c) by using lifetime averages. 

It will be seen therefore that when lifetime averages 
are used and there are many pairs of daughters and 
dams, the major sources of error in sire indexes are (a) 
and (b) i. e. What kind of conditions prevailed for 
the daughters? and: Were conditions different for 
daughters and dams? 

















































































THE BUTTER ON YOUR BREAD 

The farmer who takes all his butterfat to town and 
brings home margerine for his children to eat is an old 
figure in the discussion of the case for dairy products 
against substitutes which seek to capture the market 
which rightfully belongs to the cow and those who help 
her to serve the public with a fundamental comodity. 
Actually however, the competition created by an attempt 
to market the cocoanut means more to the producer of 
dairy products than the failure of an individual to 
patronize his own industry. 

The depression years opened up vast opportunities 
for the manufacturer of butter substitutes. Until that 
time the testimony of the medical profession and of 
dieticians was sufficient to keep butter upon the Amer- 
ican table at prices much higher that that asked for 
margerine. Butter, the traditional spread for American 
bread had been found to contain food properties that 
could be obtained from no other source, regardless of 
cost. All attempts to capture the butter market with 
substitutes were battled fiercely, both from the stand- 
point of the consuming public and from the angle of 
protecting a basic industry that involved the interests 
of the American farmer. But with hard times came a 
change in the situation. Pennies became more import- 
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ant. In many cases the family table no longer containeg 
the butter so necessary for the physical development of 
growing children because the few cents representeg jn 
the difference in price between the cost of margerine ang 
butter was needed to buy bread or shoes or fuel. The 
same conditions found the producer of butterfat and the 
manufacturer of dairy products, who formed the rank 
and file of an industry composed of relatively smajj 
units, unable to continue the fight to protect their jp. 
terests from shoddy competition. Thus is was that the 
manufacturers of margerine, most of which are import- 
ant figures in the food world, were able to gain contro] 
of the advertising situation. 

Today one finds in the national magazine adver- 
tising copy which goes as far as the law will permit jn 
an attempt to undermine the use of butter as a food 
product. From the position of attempting to reach an 
established market with an inferior product the manu- 
facturers of margarine now have advanced to the point 
of calling upon the public to protect them from the 
competition of the dairy industry. 

The laws of the various states which place heavy 
taxes upon the butter substitutes and which make it 
unlawful to sell margarine in a color which might 
prevent the consumer from distinguishing between butter 
and a low grade substitute were adopted for commend- 
able purposes. There still remains every reason to pro- 
tect both the producer and the consumer in there cir- 
cumstances. Science has justified the importance of 
butter upon every table and science has yet to justify 
the use of a substitute. From no other source has there 
been obtained a fat that will take the place of butter 
as a food necessity. The vitamins obtained in natura] 
dairy products cannot be obtained from other oils. And 
without these properties, which can be obtained only 
from milk or butter, it is impossible to enjoy all of the 
sensations of being well-fed and yet literally starve to 
death. That is the case for dairy products, so far as the 
consumer is concerned. 

From the standpoint of the farmer it should not be 
hard to see how severe a blow it would be for the dairy 
sections of the country if the place of the cow in indus- 
try were to be taken over by the rendering plant—the 
assortment of machinery necessary to make margerine, 
or axle grease. Since an expanding market for cotton- 
seed is not fundamental in the economy of the cotton 
farmer this attempt to turn the consumer from butter-fat 
to cotton oil offers no great advantages to the agricul- 
tural South. Actually, the battle is between the dairy- 
man, who needs to wake up in time to preserve a major 
portion of his business and the manufacturer who is mak- 
ing the most of his opportunities for substituting a bag 
of cocoanuts for the time honored milk pail. The con- 
sumer, who apparently enjoys being flim-flammed almost 
as much as he does the rage of repeatedly discovering 
himself to be the victim of the other fellow’s game, is the 
natural ally of the farmer in his battle. 

It is high time for the farmer and the manufacturer 
of dairy products to do something that will swing their 
allies back in line. —Editorial in Crae (Mo.) Chronicle. 





IF WE ARE 80%

As the offices of the Secretary and Superintendent 
of A. R. are functioning efficiently as units; as the 
saving effected by consolidation proposed is problematic; 
and as sentiment for consolidation has to be built uP 
at the present time; why not let this whole matter of 
central management drop until such time as a clearly 
defined need demands a change?

If it is true that Holstein cows produce 80% of all 
the milk in United States, why do we allow a 20% 
minority to write the bunk of creamline in the statutes 
of states and the regulations of communities? : 

Let us educate the public—and the dealer. We have 
to have both. The dealer’s viewpoint is dollar profits for 
the stockholder. Undoubtedly he just as soon make the 
profit on Holstein milk as any other.

Norton that their herd average for 
the year ended January 31, 1937 is 
10,515 lbs. milk, 352.2 lbs. fat on 81 
head in Class C, this being the largest 
herd ever to exceed 350 Ibs. fat in ¢ 
and the second high Class C herd of 
over 50 head. This is the eighth con- 
secutive year of H. I. R. work for this 
great herd, the eight-year average be- 
ing 10,082 lbs. milk, 337.3 lbs. fat on 
an average of 68 head per year, entire- 
ly in Class C. No other herd of this 
size, tested in Class C, has approached 
this eight-year average, according to 
Vol. 8 of the Red Book, just published. 
Using the conversion factors employ- 
ed by the Advanced Registry office in 
Herd Test work, this average, would 
be equivalent to 421 lbs. fat in Class 
B or very nearly 508 lbs. fat in Class 
A. According to the list published in 
Vol. 8, no herd of any size has as yet 
made an 8-year average above 500 lbs. 
fat in any classification and no herd 
has made an 8-year averge above 421 
lbs. fat without having at least a part 
of the herd tested in Class A, with the 
exception of one small herd of only 8

33,200 pictures and posters. Much of 
this literature was distributed in the 
form of school packages totalling 1,- 
069 as compared to 703 in 1935 and 
134 fair packages were sent out as 
compared to 126 in the’ previous 
year. Inquiries during the year total- 
led 8,000 of which 2,100 came from 
Holstein breeders and 5,900 from 
students, county agents and other 
sources, 
BREED PUBLICITY 

The year 1936 furnished an aboun- 
dance of newsworthy material in- 
cluding the great record of Carna- 
tion Ormsby Butter King which was 
heralded throughout the country 
and brought the breed a tremendous 
amount of publicity. While our facili- 
ties for getting out news articles 
were rather limited we have released 
$73 stories from the Extension Serv- 
ice Office in addition to those pre- 
pared by the field men. These 973 
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news releases included 13 national, 
86 state and 874 local stories. Real- 
izing the importance of keeping in- 
formation in regard to the great pro- 
duction of our breed before the pub- 
lic, we made arrangements during 
the year to furnish data to a number 
of the Colleges for publicizing rec- 
ords made within their states. Many 
of the colleges have regular publici- 
ty departments and we are cooperat- 
ing with them and providing record 
data from which they prepare news 
stories for their state and local 
newspapers and farm publications. 
This plan is in effect with the pub- 
licity departments of eighteen state 
colleges and universities and gives 
the production records much wider 
publicity than we could hope to pro- 
vide with our present limited office 
force.

We have a wonderfully fine group 
of field men and it would be difficult 
indeed to find men more loyal and 
conscientious in their efforts to pre- 
mote the best interests of our as- 
sociation and our members. Their 
territories are large and their con- 
stituents are many, but in spite of 
these handicaps their spirit is un- 
daunted and their enthusiasm for the 
breed grows with experience. They 
are doing a mighty fine job. The 
resignation of Mr. Mathiesen, effec- 
tive November 30, 1936, was a great 
loss to the Extension Service as his 
many years in the Western Territory 
had built a wonderfully fine and 
sound program in those states and 
he will be greatly missed. His suc- 
cessor, Mr. Nichols, who took over 
the work at the beginning of the new 
year is starting off in fine shape and 
with the assurance of the continued 
cooperation of the western breeders 
and the college extension forces so 
well established in past years. 


ENCOURAGING THE BEGINNER 


More attention should be paid to 
beginners and a real effort should be 
made to get them firmly established 
and keep them interested in the bus- 
iness so that they will continue to 
register and transfer animals for 
long periods instead of dropping out 
after a few years as many of them 
have in the past. I believe that a

good deal could be accomplished in 
this line by a series of leaflets or 
folders mailed at regular intervals 
during the year to all new customers. 
There is an unlimited variety of ma- 
terial that could well be prepared in 
this way to acquaint beginners with 
the breed and its great possibilities, 
the care and management of the 
herd, improvement by testing and 
classification, the breeding program, 
membership in our association, etc. 
These circulars should be arranged 
in a regular sequence and sent out 
to beginners to show them that we 
are interested in them and want to 
help them develop and improve their 
herds. Breeders who have failed to 
send in registry or transfer applica- 
tions within the year should be cir- 
cularized in the same way with 
specially prepared material dealing 
with comparative value of registered 
and non-registered animals and the 
importance of keeping up registry 
papers, ete. Iam convinced that such 
a program would bring good returns, 
now that conditions in the industry 
are so greatly improved. 

We should have a larger appropri- 
ation for advertising in the livestock 
and farm journals over the country 
and I hope that provision may be 
made for this purpose in our budget 
for the coming year. I believe this 
matter is very important and should 
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be taken care of, even though jt 
might be necessary to curtail some 
other activities to provide the funds 

In conclusion I wish to express my 
deep appreciation for the fine Spirit 
of cooperation accorded to the By. 
tension Service by the officers of the 
State and County Holstein Assocjg- 
tions and by the breeders generally 
throughout the country and I am 
sure that the field men join in this 
appreciation. Without this coopera- 
tion from the leaders in the different 
states little could be accomplisheg 
but with it the Holstein-Friesian 
breed can continue to mantain its 
position of leadership in the dairy 
world.

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PENN. BANG REGULATIONS 


New regulations governing the ad- 
mission of live stock into Pennsyl- 
vania were announced recently by 
the Honorable J. Hansell French, 
Secretary of Agriculture and will be- 
come effective June 1, 1937. 

They were made necessary by the 
recent allocation to the Department 
of Agriculture of approximately 
$750,000 for indemnities to owners 
of cattle destroyed because of Bang’s 
disease. 

The new regulations are as fol- 
lows: 

(A) All cattle over six months of 
age, except as otherwise provided in 
these regulations, to be brought into 
Pennsylvania must have come 
directly from Bang’s disease certified 
herds. The Bang’s disease free cer- 
tified herd must be of standard equal 
to that of the Pennsylvania Bang’s 
disease free certified herds; that is, 
all animals in the herd must have 
been negative to at least two re- 
peated blood tests covering a period 
of at least one year using all dilu- 
tions, 1-25; 1-50; 1-100 and 1-200. 
Such cattle must be tested for Bang’s 
disease with negative results within 
30 days prior to shipment into Penn- 
sylvania and must be accompanied 
by health certificate, tuberculin test 
chart and Bang’s disease certificate 
approved by the proper live stock 
sanitary official of the state of 
origin. The blood test certificates 
shall contain tag numbers, registry 
names and numbers for identification 
of each animal shipped, name and 
address of owner, consignor and con- 
signee and shall be forwarded to the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Penn- 
sylvania Department of Agriculture 
at Harrisburg so as to reach Harris- 
burg before arrival of cattle at des- 
tination. 

Heretofore cattle, including calves, 
to be brought into Pennsylvania 
must have come directly from herds 
that were certified by the proper 
live stock sanitary official as being 
free from Bang’s disease or must 
have passed a satisfactory blood test 
for Bang’s disease with negative re 
sults within thirty days of entry.

A Holstein Herd in Argentina 


Many readers of the World have 
had the pleasure of meeting Julio F. 
Genoud, manager and part owner of 
Estancia Santa Catalina at Santa 
Colomo, Argentine when he was in the 
United States selecting Holsteins for 
his company, Julio F. Genoud & Hnos. 
These good breeders have one of the 
finest herds of the breed in South 
America and are doing considerable 
production testing. Sr. Genoud re- 
cently sent us a number of pictures of 
members of the herd which will be 
of interest, and which appear on this 
page. 

One of the most interesting of these 
is that of Carinosa Sylvia Colantha 
Pontiac, a daughter of the bull, Car- 
nation King De Kol 298831 which they 
imported from the United States years 
ago a Carnation-bred son of Carnation 
son of Carnation King Sylvia. She will 
be remembered as breaking the world’s 
record on three-time milking in each 
of her first three lactations, producing 
as a junior two-year-old 912.7 lbs. fat 
from 23,282.6 lbs. milk, as a senior 
three-year-old 1,179.4 lbs. fat from 
32,065.6 Ibs. milk and as a mature cow 
at barely five years old 1,135.5 Ibs. fat 
from 31,474.8 lbs. milk. She has since 
completed three lactations on two-time 
milking which give her a total for the 
six lactations of 156,116.2 lbs. milk, 
5,600.3 Ibs. fat, believed to be the 
world’s record for first six lactations 
with three on two time and the other 
three on three-time milking. We 
are glad to have this new picture of 
her, showing her in mature form.

Other good producers in the herd in- 
clude Petiza Colantha Aaggie Sylvia 
with a junior two-year-old record in 
Class C of 619.4 lbs. fat from 17,797 
lbs. milk; and Mariposa Sylvia Pon- 
tiac De Kol with a Class B record as 
a first calf junior three-year-old of 
762.7 lbs. fat from 22,751.3 lbs. milk, 
this record being made on pasture 
supplemented with corn silage and 
without grain of any kind. 

In fact Sr. Genoud writes that prac- 
tically all of the above records were 
made with just ordinary dairy care, 
running at pasture the year around 
but in some cases receiving a limited 
amount of corn, bran and oats in ad- 
dition to silage and alfalfa hay. 

Sr. Genoud also sends us a picture 
of the bull, Boradero Ceres Nico 
Sylvia, grand champion bull at the 
Internatinal Show at Buenos Aires, 
Argentina in 1936. We judge from 
the name that this bull closely rated 
to many of the heifers whose records 
are reported above. 

The Genoud herd has been built on 
numerous importations direct from 
Holland as well as others from lead- 
ing herds of the United States and has 
been developed to a high level of pro- 
duction We are told that the records 
quoted above are made under the 
supervision of the Argentine govern- 
ment and are roughly comparable to 
our semi-official records or to Can- 
adian R. O. P.

One of Indiana’s best proven sires 
in Herd Improvement Registry is 
King Triune Rose Wayne Betta 588922, 
who was proven in the Purdue Uni- 
versity herd at Lafayette, Ind., his 
proving being further continued at 
Grandview Dairy Farm of the same 
place. Bred by Hargrove & Arnold, he 
is a son of Triune Ormsby Piebe 49th 
from one of the best of the 800-lb. fat 
daughters of K. P. O. P. and old Rose 
De Kol Wayne Butter Boy. As a 
young bull his breeders sold a half in- 
terest in him to Purdue University, 
who selected him because of his 
proven blood lines and the fact that 
his 10 nearest A. R. dams averaged 
957.95 lbs. butter with 3.78% test.

The figures 
for this fifth year have not been of- 
ficially announced but the average for 
the four years recorded in the last 
four Red Books is 396.8 lbs. fat from 
11,075 lbs. milk, 3.6%, the herd con- 
sisting of from 14 to 19 head each 
year and tested practically all in 
Class C. 

The Grandview herd now includes 
about 25 daughters of King Triune 
Rose Wayne Betta, and Mr. Traumer 
writes that the big majority of them 
are heavier producers and higher 
testers than their dams, one of them 
producing 132 lbs. fat more than her 
dam at the same age. 


Other sires used in the development 
of the Grandview herd include Colonel 
June Walker Segis 395743, Lashbrook- 
bred son of Colonel Abbekerk Pontiac 
Segis from a daughter of Sir Walker 
Segis Homestead with 831.9 lbs. fat 
as a junior four-year-old. This sire, 
according to Vol. 8 of the Red Book 


has an average for 13 daughters on a 
mature equivalent B basis of 15,850 
Ibs. milk, 544 lbs. fat. Another is 
Carnation Prince Mercedes 600149, 
with an average (M. E. B.) on his 17 
H. I. R. daughters of 15,570 lbs. milk, 
3.52%, 548 lbs. fat. This bull is a 
son of Carnation Prince (five 1,000-lb. 
fat daughters) from a daughter of Sir 
Inka May and Hazelwood Heilo Orms- 
by Mercedes, the dam of Matador Segis 
Ormsby. Another herd sire was Segis 
Walker Matador 4th 422155, whose 
first two daughters made H. I. R. ree- 
ords averaging over 422 lbs. fat in 
Class C, both freshening before they 
were two years old.
